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NOTL Hospital Auxiliary ‘had a good run’ of 95 years 



hopeful it might one day be

When its 95th anniversary 
was celebrated in January, 
members had three years of 

of the auxiliary behind 
them, knowing the hospital 
was slated to close. They 
were looking at options to 
continue their work, and 
were enthusiastic about 
adopting a new name and a 
new direction that would 
allow them to move for¬ 
ward, said Harley. But that 

Auxiliary members, once 
they knew they would have 
to re-invent themselves, 
applied for grant money 
they hoped would help 
them set up a network to 
offer “friendly visits” in 
seniors’ homes, says Harley, 
but were turned down. 

Some members have 
joined the St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls hospital 
auxiliaries, and others con- 


NHS hospitals, before being 
sent home. 

The stumbling block to 
the auxiliary continuing was 
the closure of the hospital, 
with no signs in sight of a 
health hub to serve the 
community. 

The auxiliary was formed 

the hospital - the trustee - 
but without a hospital, lost 
its status as a charitable 
organization, and could no 
longer fundraise to support 
moving forward. 

The money in trust was 
transferred to the NHS, and 
fortunately, the NHS agreed 
to set up another trust for 
that money, so that it could 
be held to be spent in NOTL, 
likely for a future health 
hub, said Broeders. 

When the auxiliary began 


interest. The money now set 
aside is less than that, says 
Brenda Jones, the founda¬ 
tion president - they pur¬ 
chased a bladder scan that 
is now used by the family 
health team, going back and 
forth between the hospital 
offices and the medical 
clinic in Virgil. 

About $980,000 remains, 
to be spent on equipment 
or programs of the health 
hub, said Jones, who is now 
chair of the steering com¬ 
mittee focusing on the next 
steps toward that health 
hub.

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Hands tied over Lakeshore Road marijuana grow-op

A controversial medici¬ 
nal marijuana grow-op 
on Lakeshore Rd. is again 
drawing complaints from 
residents and town coun¬ 
cillors expressed frustra¬ 
tion Monday about the 
limited options they have 
for trying to control the 
operation. 

Several letters have 
been sent to Health 
Canada by the town over 
the past couple of years 
about the grow-op which 
was licensed before new 
federal legislation took 
effect last April. Last fall, 
eleven people were 
arrested at the 1651 


ijuana plants growing 
outside were seized by 
police. 

The raid was a result of 
complaints from neigh¬ 
bours about a strong 
odour from the plants 
and information from the 
town regarding building 
code and property stan¬ 
dards violations. 

“The Niagara Regional 
Police are doing every¬ 
thing they can,” the direc¬ 
tor of community and 
development services 
John Henricks told coun¬ 
cillors. “We (the town) 
are doing everything we

Planner Cheryl Selig, 
who represented the 
developer, said some 
changes have been made 
to the original application 
following feedback from 
the town and residents. 

The proposed plans 
now include a link to 
Concession 4 that will 
require the removal of 
mature trees and public 
parkland at the back of 
the property. 

Lida Kowal Curtis, who 
lives on Annmarie Dr., 
said she was concerned 
about the impact of the 
construction phase on her 
home accounting busi¬ 
ness. She requested her 
street not be used by 
heavy equipment as her 
clients, many of whom are 
elderly, would have diffi¬ 
culty getting into her 
driveway. 


Raiana Dr. resident Sam 
Kingdon questioned 
whether it would be pos¬ 
sible to provide drainage 
to the new subdivision 
without affecting neigh¬ 
bouring properties. 

He said it is lower than 
the existing areas and he 
expected backfill and 
pumping would be neces¬ 
sary. 

"There's a swamp most 
of the year behind us,” he 

Councillor Betty Disero 
asked Selig to discuss with 
the developer whether 
more trees could be saved, 
other than the ones that 
will remain as a buffer on 
the western side of the 
property. 

The community and 
development advisory 
committee passed a 
motion that staff continue 
discussions with the 
developer regarding the 
parkland, the protection 
and replacement of trees 
and request drawings 
showing the design of the 
housing units. 

No date has been set for 
the application to come to 
council for final approval. 
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Volunteer parking committee sees ‘sense of urgency’

A volunteer parking 
committee in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake wants more 
emphasis on parking 
issues in the town’s newly 
released draft official plan, 
saying “there is a sense of 
urgency” about the situa- 

Bill Auchterlonie 
addressed the committee 
of the whole Monday on 
behalf of the 12-member 
group that includes repre¬ 
sentatives from the NOTL 
Chamber of Commerce, 
the Shaw Festival, busi¬ 
ness owners and resi- 

“An overview of the 
draft (official) plan reveals 
the word 'parking' appears 
200 times in the body of 
the 305-page document,” 
he said. 

However, he added, it is 
not included in the index 
or any of the sub-sections 
in the plan - there is no 
section on parking. 


"We feel that parking 
has long been an issue of 
concern for residents, 
business owners and... 
visitors (and) we believe 
that the official plan needs 
to reflect that reality by 
presenting a unified sec¬ 
tion calling ‘parking! 

The parking committee 
was originally appointed 
by the town but was 
recently dissolved. 
Volunteers have contin¬ 
ued to meet on an infor¬ 
mal basis, with 
Auchterlonie as chair. 

He presented council¬ 
lors with 12 recommenda¬ 
tions from the committee. 

He called the need for 
more parking spaces a 
much-needed priority in 
the Old Town for tourists, 
employees in the tourism 
business and residents. 
Suggestions for additional 
parking areas included 
the former high school 
property on Niagara Stone 
Road, the former hospital 
site and former nurses’ 
quarters behind it, and 
the former Parliament Oak 


school property. 

He also suggested an 
increased use of the Fort 
George parking lot. 

Although the town has a 
parking inventory, 
Auchterlonie asked that it 
be kept current “on an 
ongoing basis.” 

Some other recommen¬ 
dations included an 
updated parking study; a 
smart phone app that 
would provide parking 
options and regulations; 
planning for 
park and ride 
options with 
the proposed 
GO service 
and encourag¬ 
ing carpool¬ 
ing awareness 
about parking 
bylaws in 
areas like 
Glendale to 
ensure emer¬ 
gency vehicles 
can navigate 

Regarding 
meters in the 


Old Town, Auchterlonie 
said there are ongoing 
issues with inconsistent 
messaging on the boxes, 
problems with the func¬ 
tioning of the machines 
for both coins and credit 
cards, and for motorists 
trying to dispute a fine. 

"We believe both 
Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines have simpler, 
friendlier options for tick¬ 
eting and that Niagara- 
on-the-Lake should look 


improve our practice 
here,” he said. 

Other areas of concern 
outlined by the committee 
included the lack of a 
parking plan in the dock 
area and the possible need 
for designated taxi stands 
on Queen Street. 

The committee of the 
whole voted to receive the 
parking committee’s rec¬ 
ommendations and refer 
them to staff for review. 
Acting chief adminis¬ 


trative officer Sheldon 
Randall told councillors 
that the last parking study 
was done by the town in 
2011. 

Auchterlonie said the 
next meeting of the volun¬ 
teer committee would be 
in February and new 
members are encouraged 
to attend. He said he 
would be advertising the 
time and place of the 
meeting for anyone who 
might be interested.

Why we should help refugees 


As Syrian refugees wait in over-crowd¬ 
ed refugee camps, hoping to be accepted 
as new residents of countries where they 
can look forward to a life of safety and 
security, there are Canadians who contin¬ 
ue to debate the wisdom of welcoming 

Thankfully, the mood seems to have 
shifted. There is less debate of any possible 
(although extremely unlikely) threat to 
Canadian security and much more con¬ 
versation about how to make these dis¬ 
placed people, fleeing their war-tom 
homes in fear for their lives, feel comfort¬ 
able and welcome in what will be a strange 

Many groups, church congregations 
and individuals have opened their hearts 
and wallets to sponsor refugees, and those 
who are not direcdy involved in sponsor¬ 
ship programs have also shown their kind¬ 
ness and compassion by offering help, 
either through generous financial dona¬ 
tions, or with some of the practical neces¬ 
sities of life, such as furniture. 

Donations of time will also be greatly 
appreciated, especially if it involves driv¬ 
ing people who will need to get to lan¬ 
guage lessons and Job training programs. 

Jobs will be key, of course, but for many, 
English lessons will be a first priority. 

In our little town of Niagara-on-the- 


Lake we have three churches sponsoring 
families, and other municipalities have 
similar displays of humanitarianism. 

Syrians who leave their homes are not, 
like immigrants, looking for a better way of 
life - they have made that very difficult trek 
to save their families. They aren’t waiting 
to be accepted to Canada because they 
want better jobs, higher incomes, a better 
standard of living. They are fleeing vio¬ 
lence from a civil war that threatens their 
existence. They are choosing life for their 
children. They face such uncertainty in 
their future, as they wait and and hope for 
shelter, a safe environment, warmth, food, 
and employment These Canada can offer, 
but with the help of those already fortu¬ 
nate to live in this country. 

Congratulations to die churches in 
town, to all organizations and individuals 
who are reaching out to help in whatever 
capacity they are able, and to those who 
have not yet thought about contributing, 
try for one awful moment to imagine how 
it would feel to be unable to protect your 
loved ones, to be powerless to supply even 
the most basic of necessities of life, and 
open your hearts to those who, through no 
fault of their own, find themselves in such 
a desperate situation. 

But for the luck of our birth place, it 
could just as easily be any one of us.

In response to the 
inquiry about the monu¬ 
ment outside Parliament 
Oak (Niagara Advance, 
Jan. 7): The monument 
is part of a sculpture 
project (“The Stations 
Project”) that was done 
by Artpark in 1988 with 
the assistance of the 
Castellani Art Museum, 
Lewiston, NY in finding 
permanent homes for 
the sculptures. 


It is one of seven 
sculptures that mark 
specific sites as they 
relate to the history of 
the Underground 
Railroad. 

The sculptures recall 
the “safe houses” that 
sheltered escaping 
slaves. Each includes an 
“attic” and a moveable 
"trap door” that leads to 

The one on King 
Street is the only 
Canadian monument in 
the series, marking the 
site where the Anti- 
Slavery Act of 1793 was 
signed.

The 
statue sat on a land¬ 


scaped mound, near the 
outdoor classroom rock 
boulders. 

It is thought that the 
statue may have been 
taken in late September. 

It was initially not noted 
as a concern because the 
people Involved assumed 
it had been moved to 
storage in preparation for 
its future home. 

The Inukshuk's arrival 
at Parliament Oak came 
about from the hard work 
of long-time teacher Janet 
Andrews. 

anet was the leader of 
the student Eco Club and 
co-ordinated the fund¬ 
raising, planning and 


sourcing for the front yard 
outdoor classroom and 
many other items. 

The decision to give 
the Inukshuk to Janet 
Andrews was unanimous 
among the parents 
involved with the transi¬ 
tion discussions. 
Unfortunately, someone 
else chose to claim the 
statue before arrange¬ 
ments could be made to 
deliver the Inukshuk to

We Canadians are known 
for our politeness. A recent 
study showed that in com¬ 
parison to our American 
neighbours, Canadian'tweets’ 
generally have positive words, 
rather than their negative 

There is also the common 
knowledge that we Canadians 
apologize, a lot. We tend to 
say "sorry” to strangers for a 
variety of infractions, and at 




Maybe our tendency 
toward politeness is drawn 
from a basic need to survive. 

Canada is a large country, 
but mainly empty space due 
to our hostile, harsh, north¬ 
ern, cold climate. Our envi¬ 
ronment has shaped us into 
people who look out after 
each other, and dependence 
upon one another for survival. 
We hold the door open for 
people carrying parcels. We

Inukshuk disappears 
before it can be moved

Janet Andrews has a spot in her 
backyard that’s waiting for the 
Inukshuk that was once a feature of 
the outdoor classroom at Parliament 
Oak School in the Old Town. 

Unfortunately, when the time 
came to arrange delivery to its new 
home, the statue had disappeared. 

When the school was slated for 
closure last spring, a transition 
team discussed what would become 
of some items at the school, includ¬ 
ing items to be moved to Crossroads 
Public School in Virgil, where most 
of the Parliament Oak students are 
now accommodated. 

Joy Janzen, a former Parliament 
Oak parent, says a decision was 
made to move the boulders, also a 
main feature of the outdoor class¬ 
room, to Virgil. They would be 
properly identified with a sign, as a 
contribution from the Parliament 
Oak Eco Club, which was organized 
by Andrews, who taught for many 
years at the Old Town school. 

A beautiful reading bench, tucked 
in a corner of the outdoor space at 
Parliament Oak, was placed there 
in memory of Porter Simpson, a 
young student at the school who 
died in a tragic accident in January 
2011. His parents Deanna Simpson 
and Ian Irving, moved with their 
children Aila and Oliver to Saanich, 
BC, this summer, and took Porter's 
bench with them. 

“They have a lovely backyard area 
at their new home and the bench is 
there,” said Janzen. 

The Inukshuk was destined to be 
delivered to Andrews. 

“She had put so much effort and 
work into creating the Eco Club and 
this lovely outdoor spot," said 

She had co-ordinated the fund¬ 
raising, planning and sourcing for 
the outdoor classroom, said 
Janzen. 

“We felt it was a very fitting trib¬ 
ute that this symbolic statue, meant 
to provide direction, be given to 
her. We knew she would be the best 
person to safeguard and cherish it.” 

Andrews said she had chosen an 
Inukshuk as part of the outdoor 
classroom because it indicates 
“something special” nearby, and 
the outdoor classroom, she said, 
was definitely something special. 

“That spot Just called out for it.” 

She was delighted to hear it would 
find a permanent home in her back 



The Inukshuk that was on the front 
lawn of the former Parliament Oak 
School disappeared before it could be 
delivered to its new home, the back 
yard of long-time teacher Janet 
Andrews, 
yard, she said. 

But time ticked on, and it wasn’t 
until December that arrangements 
were made to deliver it to Andrews. 

She had noticed, as had others, 
that the Inukshuk was missing from 
its resting place at Parliament Oak 
on the day of the NOTL Christmas 
Parade, but assumed it had been 
moved somewhere for safe-keep¬ 
ing. 

But when Janzen tried to find out 
where it was to move it, she discov¬ 
ered it was missing. 

It was there in September, but no 
one is certain when it disappeared 
after that. 

Janzen and Andrews both say it 
was likely removed by someone 
who wanted to rescue it from what¬ 
ever might happen to the school 
property in the future. 

It was cemented to a cement 
block on a mound on the property, 
and was very heavy, said Andrews. 
It was delivered to the Parliament 
Oak site in two pieces that were 
glued together, and it would have 
been difficult to move, she added. 

“I’m sure someone thought they 
were rescuing it from being lost in 
the shuffle. I’m hoping it will show 
up somewhere. I’ve got a little spot 
ready for it.” 

Anyone knowing its whereabouts 
can contact Janzen at 289-686-9795, 
or return it to the school, no ques¬ 
tions asked, says Janzen.

Memorial gets cash infusion to finish project 



A memorial to highlight the role of First Nations allies in the War of 1812 is under construction 
at Queenston Heights, and is expected to be finished this summer. 


The money is now in 
place to complete a native 
memorial which has been 
in the works for years. 

The town’s War of 1812 
Bicentennial Committee 
created a working group 
to look into a memorial 
about seven years ago. 
Once a design was in 
place to be built at 
Queentson Heights, fund¬ 
raising began, with a 
national compaign goal 
of $1.4 million. 

The working group has 
received an Ontario 
Trillium Foundation grant 
of $150,000 to complete 
its fundraising campaign. 

Construction of the 
memorial is underway, 
with a planned unveiling 
set for this summer. 

“This is indeed a red- 
letter day for the 
Landscape of Nations 
project on Queenston 
Heights,” said Richard 
Merritt, co-chair of the 
working group. 

“For seven years the 


volunteers on this sub¬ 
committee have been 
working persistently and 
diligently toward the 
completion of a memorial 
to finally recognize the 
significant contributions 
and sacrifices of the Six 
Nations and Native Allies 
in the War of 1812 and to 
commemorate the 
Council of Peace and 
Reconciliation amongst 
the Six Nations in 1815.” 

The grant is well-de¬ 
served, said MPP Wayne 
Gates, who added that he 
is proud the province in 
supporting the memorial. 

“The Landscape of 
Nations Native Memorial 
will be a great addition to 
Queenston Heights. This 
monument will highlight 
the important role that 
our First Nations allies 
played in the War of 1812 
and in the building of 
Canada.” 

The site for the memo- 
ria was offered by The 
Niagara Parks 


Commission early in the 
initiative. 

"The Niagara Parks 
Commission has been 
pleased to be part of the 
Landscape of Nations 
Memorial project from 
the very start and we look 
forward to presenting this 
meaningful memorial on 
the site at Queenston 
Heights,” said parks com¬ 
mission chair Janice 
Thomson. 

“The volunteers and 
artists who are bringing 
this tribute to reality are 
to be congratulated for 
their commitment to the 
project.” 

In 2011, the committee 
began a process that 
included an international 
design challenge. In 
September 2012, the com¬ 
mittee’s selection jury 
announced the winning 
design team of Tom 
Ridout of Fleisher Ridout 
Partnership, and cele¬ 
brated Six Nations artist, 
Raymond Skye. 


The Canadian 

Heritage’s Legacy Fund 
awarded a grant of 
$420,000 in 2014, which 
was followed by the 
national campaign, which 
moved into high gear last 
January. It received dona¬ 
tions from corporations, 
foundations, families and 


individuals, and support 
from the Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

"On behalf of town 
council and our residents, 
I want to thank the 
Ontario Trillium 
Foundation for its gener¬ 
ous support of the 
Landscape of Nations 


project," said Lord Mayor 
Pat Darte. 

“This memorial will be 
a lasting legacy and 
reminder of the signifi¬ 
cant contribution made 
by our Native Allies dur¬ 
ing the War of 1812 and in 
the creation of our coun¬ 
try.”

Don’t let new laws cross you up

Drivers pass Samantha 
Rocca at the crosswalk 
and give a friendly honk, 
a thumbs up or a quick 

Those aren't the ones 
that worry the friendly 
school crossing guard. 

"The worst part are the 
cars that are turning,” she 
said in Pelham at the cor¬ 
ner of Highway 20 and 
Station Street, across 
from St. Alexander 
School. 

"You have to watch 
those turning cars. The 
other afternoon, some¬ 
one came speeding 
through. We are sup¬ 
posed to take note of 
their licence plate, but 
the plate was really dirty," 
she said. 

“I’m wearing a bright 
yellow coat the town 


gives me, and I have my 
red sign and my orange 
cone. I don’t see how 
someone couldn’t see 

Under new laws, which 
came into effect Jan. 1, 
drivers and cyclists must 
stop and yield the entire 
roadway at pedestrian 
crossovers, school cross¬ 
ings and all intersections 
where there is a crossing 

Only when pedestrians 
and school crossing 
guards are safely on the 
sidewalk, can drivers and 
cyclists proceed. 

It was already illegal to 
cross while a crossing 
guard was still on the 
roadway, but the prov¬ 
ince wrote that law into 
the new legislation. 

Drivers will be fined 
$150 to $500 and three 
demerit points for offenc¬ 
es at pedestrian cross¬ 


ings, school crossings 
and at crosswalks where 
there are traffic signals. 
The maximum penalty 
for running a red light, a 
practice that puts pedes¬ 
trians at risk, is $200 to 
$ 1 , 000 . 

The province doubled 
fines in community safety 
zones, near schools and 

The law is a response to 
recommendations from a 
2012 coroner’s report on 
pedestrian deaths. 

That report found three 
per cent of pedestrian 
deaths in Ontario 
between 2008 and 2012 
occurred at crossovers. A 
crossover is a crossing 
with an orange light 
hanging over the road¬ 
way. There aren’t any on 
regional roads in 
Niagara. 

“Whenever we have 
new legislation are always 


trying to educate the 
public, but if there is an 
issue, we will be enforc¬ 
ing it,” Niagara Regional 
Police Staff Sgt. Romolo 
Diegidio said.

Three Niagara-on-the- 
Lake church congrega¬ 
tions are moving forward 
with their plans to wel¬ 
come Syrian refugee fami¬ 
lies they are sponsoring. 

Although there are still

The Mennonite church 
has a family of six still 
waiting to be processed, 
and are looking for accom¬ 
modation in St. Catharines. 
The other two NOTL 
churches are in the pro¬ 
cess of choosing families, 
and all three have com¬ 
mittees set up to look at 
fulfilling the various needs 
of the refugees as they 

They are also working 
with the Niagara Folk Arts 
Muthcultural Centre in St. 
Catharines, which has a 
settlement office that is 
already helping Syrian ref¬ 
ugees as they arrive. 

Jeff Burch, executive 
director of the centre, says 
about 120 to 150 refugees 
have already arrived, and 
the number is growing 
every day, faster than 
expected as the govern¬ 


ment speeds up the appli¬ 
cation process. 

He expects many more 
in the coming weeks and 
months, and he too says 
things are now moving 
very quickly. 

The settlement office 
already has committees 
set up to do needs assess¬ 
ments and settlement 
plans for families, includ¬ 
ing job placements, and 
helping enroll children in 
school and adults in 
English classes, he says.

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Immunization suspensions last resort: Public Health

Students have been 
suspended over immuni¬ 
zations, but those cases 
are generally few and the 
suspension very short, 
says Niagara's public 
health department. 

That follows a report 
that thousands of Ontario 
students are reportedly 
facing suspensions from 
school because they 
haven’t provided updated 
immunization records. 

The Canadian Press 
says health officials can’t 
say exactly how many 
young people across the 
province are affected. 

Carrie Beattie, Niagara 
public health depart¬ 
ment’s spokeswoman, 
said it’s too early in the 
process to say how many 
suspensions might be 
pending in the region. 

The public health 
department reviews its 
records from September 
to December to see which 
students might be miss¬ 
ing required vaccina- 


From late December to 
early January, it is issuing 
letters to parents at ele¬ 
mentary and secondary 
school students. 

This year, a March 18 
deadline will be provided 
to parents to complete 
their child’s immuniza¬ 
tion records with public 
health. 

“The letters are just to 
let them know their child 
vaccination records 
aren't up to date," Beattie 

That could be because 
they’ve missed a required 
vaccination or they "don’t 
realize they haven’t 
reported it to public 
health, which is usually 
the issue.” Beattie said 
public health has secure 
online reporting tool for 
parents www.niagarare- 
gion.ca/vaccination/vac- 
cination.aspx 

Some parents may 
choose not to vaccinate 
their children and there 
might not be an exemp¬ 
tion on file with public 
health. In other cases, the 
child may be overdue for 
one or more vaccina- 


Suspension notifica¬ 
tions go out in mid-April 
to parents indicating if 
records are not complete, 
their child will be sus¬ 
pended for up to 20 days 
effective May 24 this 

Beattie said Niagara 
public health offers in¬ 
school clinics to help get 
those vaccinations up to 
date. 

"So from the initial let¬ 
ters actually sent out, we 
see a huge decline in kids 
that are actually eligible 
for suspension by the 
time May comes around,” 
she said. 

Public health units 
typically work on differ¬ 
ing schedules depending 
on how they allocate 
resources to do vaccina¬ 
tion reviews. 

Niagara’s public health 
department says for the 
2014/15 school year it 
mailed a total of 13,736 
first notices and 6,593 
suspension notices. 

On Day 1 of suspen¬ 
sion in May 2015, 1,675 
students were still over¬ 


due. Those numbers are 
not segregated by school 

"This number actually 
gets reduced by almost 
half each day as students 
quickly come off the over¬ 
due list,” said Angela 
Alfieri-Maiolo the man¬ 
ager of the vaccine pre¬ 
ventable disease program 
at the public health 
department. 

She said last year was a 
“very atypical year” with 
high numbers, and she 
points to two primary 

Suspension notices were 
not sent out the previous 
year, as all health units 
moved to a new provin- 

base program called 
Panorama. "We had to do 
a lot of work cleaning 
data before issuing notic¬ 
es of suspension,” she 

Provincial legislation 
also changed that added 
more vaccines as require¬ 
ments for school atten¬ 
dance. 

A total of 8,046 first 


notices have been mailed 
out to all students for this 
school year. 

DSBN spokesman Brett 
Sweeney said his board 
works very closely with 
Niagara Region’s public 
health to "protect and 
promote the health and 
safety of all students and 
staff.” 

“We believe the best 
place for students to be 
during the school day is 
in class and learning," 
Sweeney said. “The pro¬ 
cess in place emphasizes 
proactive communica¬ 
tion with parents to sup¬ 
port them in updating 
their children’s records 
with public health.” 

School boards in 
Toronto, Ottawa, North 
Bay, Hamilton, Brampton 
and other communities 
have either sent warnings 
to parents about possible 
suspensions if updated 
immunization records 
were not provided, or 
moved with the local 
health unit to suspend 
students. 

Canadian Press reports 
Toronto Public Health 


says the Toronto District 
School Board suspended 
3,947 high school stu¬ 
dents in 2012-13 and 
6,626 elementary stu¬ 
dents in 2013-14 for not 
having updated immuni¬ 
zation records. 

About 1,800 students 
at schools in Ottawa have 
been suspended since 
mid-December for the 
same reason. 

Public Health Ontario, 
among other things, 
monitor the percentage 
of Ontarians who receive 
vaccines, said it does not 
collect the student immu¬ 
nization records from 
local public health units. 

"There is no one cen¬ 
tral place where all that 
information is available,” 
said agency spokeswom¬ 
an Janet Wong. 

The Ministry of Health 
said a five-year renewal 
plan for its immunization 
program released last 
month will look at ways 
to improve public report¬ 
ing of student immuniza-
